1. Minutes of ths 33rd meeting (7 February 3.957) were 
approved. 

2. The status of the proposed revision of the broadcasting 

aspects of 335C-169 is reported as the same as last month, awaiting 
Planning Board action. During a discussion of the requirement 
for a supplementary paper by the 0CB to assign respon sibilities 
for action under "the proposed revision, E otod the 

proposed establishment of a new high-level committee on broadcast 
policy to give direction to such matters as the general, tenor 

of broadcasts, the relative priority of target areas of broadcasting, 
and general budget questions. It is not yet decided whether this 
committee should be under 0GB. It was agreed that no action by 
IOTAC is called for at the present time.
